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EUGENE CHEN’S PLAN TO 
REGENERATE CHINA 


EXTRALITY MUSE GO 


FOREIGN MINISTER ON THE RENDITION 
OF THE NEW TERRITORIES, 


SPECIAL HERALD INTERVIEW 

An epic plan for the regeneration of China so that she may 
tuke a place of equality beside the grent civilised nations ‘of the 
world, was outlined by Mr. Eugene Chen, the Foreign Minister to 
the new Government at Canton, in a special interview which he 
granted to 9 representative of the Swiday Herald yesterday, . 

During the interview, which lasted for two ‘hours, Mr, Chen 
explained the fundamental principle underlying the Southern revolt 
against Chiang Kai-shek, and stressed the desire of his Govern- 
ment for the penceful unification of China and its development from 
the slough of mediaeval instability to the status of a thoroughly 
modern, civilised Power, ‘ 

The points raised and dealt with by Mr. Chen included the abo- 
lition of extraterritoriality, the aim of the Kuomintang, the auti-

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tude of China towards the foreigner and his possessions (including. 
the New Territories), and the reason of the revolt against Chiang 


Kai-shek. 


ATTITUDE TO FOREIGN POWERS 


Mr. Chen received me (writes! 
ovr representative) in the cool, 
bargly-furnished reception room 
of the Foreign Office in Canton, 
MW was a slight, wiry little Chin-: 
ese who greeted me, in faultless | 
English, and T was conscious at 
once of the electric energy of 
the man, He has a high, intelli- 
gent-looking forehend, and long 
hair which he wenrs in the man- 
ner of Mr. James Maxton, M.P. ; 
His face is not a powerful face, 
and his slight moustache even 
holds a suggestion of effeteness, 
but the seeret of his personniity 
is his eyes, which radiate vital- 
ity, cunning, and intensity of 
thought. 

He is obviously clever, and 
probably a dangerous adversary ; 
he has all the characteristics of 
an idealist, but none of the poli- 
tical fanatic. His reasoning is 
logienl, as one would expect of a 
lawyer, and he has a fluent com-

mand of English, which he ckes 
out impressively with dramatic 
gestures and foreign cliches. 
Like all. educated Orientals, he is 
fond of quoting English “saws” 
ond proverbs, and has a remark. 
nbly penetrative conception of 
European history. 
West Indian-Born, : 

Mr, Eugene Chen (Ch’en Yu- 
jen) was born in Trinidad in 
1878, his parents being natives 
of Kwangtung.. He qualified as 
solicitor in London. and practised 
In the West Indies. In 1914 ho 
edited the Peking Gazette and 
wns imprisoned in 1916 for al- 
loged anti-Japnnese preachings. 
Pardoned = in 1917, he became 
editor of the Shanghal Gazette, 
and {n 1926 was appointed Act- 
ing Minister for Foreign Affairs 
in Canton and later, Minister for 
Foreign Affairs to the Hankow 
Nationalist Government: He re- 
aided in Europe from 1927 until 
carly in 1931, when he returned 


to China. . 
- A Disclaimer, 

Mr. Chen sald at.the outset 
that he wished it to’ be 
known that’ he. was not 
associated in any way with 
any ‘newspapers in Canton, 
fer which dhe had been wrongly 


accused of writing leading arti- 
cles stating that the new Govern- 
ment entertained “friendly fcel- 
ings” for the foreign Powers and 
that he personally held milder 
views in regard to the abolition 
of extrality than did Chiang Kai- 
shel. 

Acked whether, nevertheless, 
he agreed with those views, Mr. 
Chen stated that he did not 
consider the term “friendly. reln- 
tions’, was the one. ~vhich best 
ropresented the attitude of his 
Government. Tt suggested, to 
him, kow-towing to the foreigner, 
and that they were determined 
to avoid. He thought = that 
“pacific relations” might meet 
the case. 


Conscious of Power, 


China was on the best terms 
with the foreigner, although, as 
he had stated in a recent com. 
munique to the Press—Nation- 
alist China was conscious of its 
power and ability to enforce its 
will on Chinese soil against any 
foreign Power. 

Dealing with the abolition of 
extraterritoriality Mr. Chen re- 
ferred to the present state of the 
neyotiations between Great Bri» 
tain and China as a “deadlock” 
deliberately engineered by Chiang 
Kai-shek for purposes of self- 
aggrandisement, The “Shang: 
hal stockbroker” had exploited 
the foreisin Powers in order to 
consolidute hia position vin the 
Government as dictator. He 
did not want the negotiations to 
reach a satisfactory and con- 
clusive result, for it was part of 
his policy to kindle resentment 
against the “acquisitive” foreign- 
er, 

Need of Action, 

“Had I been Foreign Minister 
at the time,” said Mr. Chen, “I 
would have scen that the nego- 
tiations were concluded as svon 
as possible, and that the wishes 
of Nationalist China were ear- 


ried out in na statesmanlike mun-; 


ner,” 

When the Government in Can- 
ton had assumed full control of 
the country. they would  tho- 
roughly examine the problem 
of extraterritoriality and the so- 
called unequal treaties, and 
would "carry on the negotiations 
from the stage at which they 
hnd been-left by Dr. C. T. Wang 
and Sir Miles Lampson, the Bri- 
tish Minister to Chins. 

The Canton Government was 
rulded solely by the principles 
of the Kuomintang, as laid down 
by the late Dr. Sun Yat-sen, and 
from which the Chiang Kat-shek 
faction had so wantonly strayed. 

Full Abolition,

Tranghipment of Apples 
at Hong Kong. 
GETZ BROTHERS’ ENTERPRISE. 

Arrangements were recently 
completed whereby the California 
Frult) Exchange has appointed | 
Getz Brothera & Co, of Ban 
Francisco as exclusive distributors 
of Blue Anchor frult in tha Orlent 
and Southern Asin. This company 
In one of the largest of the Pneffic! 
coast general exporting firms, The 
hend ofllee, as stated above, fo! 
located In San, Franciaco, and’ 
brinch offices are maintained in’ 
the Par East. These branches aro 
managed by Amerleans tralned in 
the expart business by headquar- 
ters executives, and by reason of 
this training and their long ex! 
perfences with the Getz organiang- 
tion, are particularly fitted for 
their wark of handling fruit sales 
in the markets of the Far Bast. 

Fruit Trade Development. 

The fresh frult trade in the 
Orient has grown slowly over quite 
some period, starting with the frat 
shipments made on the decks of 

ielfie stenmers when no re- 

ated freight space was avail. 

able and when there was little, if 
any, refrixerated storage space 
available jn the ports of the 
Orient. ; 

Aa the facilities for storage in 
the Orient grew, a greater amount 
of refrigerated apace was provided 
at the prinefpal ports, which en 
couraged the atesmship compantes 
in providing refrigerated spuce an 
board the sleamers, and finally the 
Dollar Steamship Company arrang- 
ed no regular schedula of steamers 
with refrigeration facilities that 
han helped greatly in the develop- 
ment of this business.

ments that could be given apecial 
attention and handling and have 
then built on these initial ship- 
ments as a foundation, a constant- 
ly growing demand for larger, 


quantities, until they develuped =a 
business, for the 1930 season that 
embraced shipments to over forty , 
ports, 

An example of the development , 
of business through initial ship- 
ments is well illustrated by the 
business on apples in Burma and 
India, where Getz, through the Inl-, 
tintive of their Singapore office, 
pioneered this trade, by ‘shipping 
first Into Rangoon a trial lot of 
Northwestern apples. 

Fruit Fanned.

This cxperiment was of course, 
made on only a amal) quantity and 
after they had been  auecessful! 
from Singapore to Rangoon, it was , 
then tried from Singapore to‘ 
Caleutta; the fruit beng taken 
ashore at Rangoon, held there in 
aforage and again re-shipped on a 
different steamer to Calcutta, 

Asa result of these experimental 
shipments, this business has now 
grown in suflicient volume to war- 
rant the Kerr Steamship Company 
operating ‘a refriverated service! 
to Indian ports that has carried 
large cargoes during the senson, 
now- ending, of which Getz had} 
more than half the total shipped, 

In the same way Getz are buil- 
ding up mn business in worth while 
quantities at most of the {mpart- 
ant porta in the other countries of 
the Orlent and Southern Asin, to 
which there fs na direct service, 
by having made special arrange- 
ments during the viaits of their j 
travellers for the  transhipment ;

An experience to Unger in one's 
memory ja to fly as a passenger 
over that great alr-mail route 
which fo operated by Imperial Alr- 
ways between Brifain and India. 

By the accelerated timo-schedule 
which will be in operation this 
Summer, one will ascend from Lon- 
don an Saturday morning and be 
In India on the fallowing Thura- 
day, having flown 5,000 miles nbove 
Innd and sen, with paneramas 
which will enthrall you unfolding 
themselves beneath your outlook 
window. . . 

It seems more [ko “magic than 
reality to be able to leave London

The Start.

A draft of a Bill fs published 
in the, Government Gazette to 
amend the Rating Ordinance, 
1901,

Section 2 of this Ordinance. 


substitutes for acction 29 of the 
principal Ordinance a rection in 
conformity with the resolution 
passed by the Legislative Coun- 
cil on May 7. Section 3 raises 
the'maximum penalty of ono hun- 
dred dollara, imposed for offences 
under paragraphs (1), (2), (3), 
(1), (6) and (7) of section 43 of 
the principal Ordinance to five 
hundred dollars and to imprison- 
ment for any term not exceeding 
six months. The penalties 
hitherto are considered {nnadequate 
for the offence enumerated. Tho 
new penalties are in accord with 
those provided for similar offences 
under other Ordinances (¢.f. Bec.

And baving vented his 
particular grievance, he goes on to 
pass a few remarks about “talkies 
and their maker, which are for 
from flattering.

Producers, he saya, “can think of 
nothing ¢lao but love and Bex; Bex 
and Jove. They are making cvory 
housewife and clerk in America be-

Along 
comes Mr. Lawrence Stallings, well- 
known screen author, who = aon- 
nounces grimly, “I have left Holly- 
wood for ever. [tig a Paradise for 
idiots .... and some of the choicest 
Idiots) from Huropean countries 
hibernate there. Any esereen pro- 
duction, {to be a success, must be 
nble to excite fifty millon morons 
Chalf-wita"). 

Staggering Figures. 

There may be those in our midst, 
who, afler viewing some of Holly- 
wood's “stupendous productions 
shown locally, will be inclined to 
agree with these eminent icono- 
clasts, Perusal of the correspond: 
ence columns of the Press in Hong 
Kong, from time to time, tends to 
aupport this supposition, :

“Bri- 
tiah films," saya Mr, Dreiser, super: 
bly, “are about twenty years behind 
the timea," and even modest Hannen 
Swatfor comments sndly that “Brl- 
tish films are badly photographed. 
They are flat, and very dull.” And 
here nyain the local  plcture-goer 
must but agree, on showings to 
date, 

American experta tell ua that 
‘senttered up cand down the Empire, 
we have the scenery, the atmog- 
phere, and the actors, trained and 
untrained, to produce the very finest 
uinss of pacture. But, they add, 
we haven't the etorles, 
No, sir, that’s where Britain Ings, 
they say, wisely wagylng their 
heads.

BLAZING A TRAIL.

Plenty of Scope for 
Inventors. 


A Motoring | Correspondent 
writes to the Evening Dispatch 
(Edinburgh): 

In spite of the tremendous im- 
provement jn motor cars during 
the past ten yenrs there is atill 
plenty scope for the inventor and 
the designer with practical {deans 
for making automobiles better. 

Only tho athor day I had an op- 
portunity of driving one of tho 
very latest cara to bo put on tho 
market by a British firm. It is 
considered by engineers of wido 
experience in design and construc- 
tion to be “bang up to date.” For 
& comparatively inexpensive car it 
is well equipped, and nothing has 
been left undona to make it excel) 
Jont valuo for mony. 

On tho whole It put up an ex- 
cellent porformance, but both when 
T was at the wheel and when I sat 
in the rear seat I could not help 
thinking how very far from perfect 
it really was. 

I admit at once that some of the 
super luxury vehicles Mko ‘the 
Rolls-Royce and the Daimler 
“double-six” with fluid fly-wheel 
and self-changing gear como vory 
much nearer ta perfection, but 
they are beyond the reach of the 
average motoriat, Thoy are mado 
for the man with unlimited means 
who can afford to pay for a car of 
altogether unique refinement, 

What I am concerned with Is the 
type of vehicle which sells at any- 
thing from £150 to £600, It fs In 
this class that thore is the greatest 
scope for the clever Inventor, His 
idea muat be strictly practical, and 
ubove all it must not add apprect- 
ably to the cost of production, or 
the chances ore that the manufac- 
turer will not even take the trouble 
to consider It. : 

Scope For Improvement. 

As I later pondered over tho per- 
formance of that new car] had 
been trying 1 thought of the 
springing, of the gear charging, 
and of the engine noise. Yet in 
each respect this particular car 
was far ahead of many I have 
driven lately costing £60 to £100 
mare. What I mean is that good 
as the springing was there was 
stil room for conaidcrable improve- 
ment; simple aa tho'gear changing 
wos it could have beon atl 
simpler; and quict os the cngline 
wak it could have been , much 
quieter, ah 

In my opinion these are the three 
dire®tions in which thoro is most 
Rcope for improvement. 

Thore are, for instance, very fow 
inexpensive cara In which you can 
sit In the back soat and read com- 
fortably while tho car fa yong at 
any speed; atill less are you able 
ta write legibly. Then, again, ox- 
cept where the manufacturer has 
equipped the car with a sclf-chang- 
Ing genr, the ordinary motorist 
Btill finds a little trouble now and 
then in gonr changing. And, last- 
ly, on the subject of ongine noisv, 
most peaple will be ready to sup- 
port any plea for quietness and 
smoothness at al! speeds.

ECONOMY IN CEYLON,

“The scheme for the reconstruc~ 
tion of Queen's House originated 
dhring the administration of Sir 
William Manning as a result of the 
present structure being condemned 
owlng to certain cracka appearing 
on the walls of the main part of 
the building. Certain supporta 
were erected and the building was 
considered safe for n stated period. 
But the cracks began to oxtend 
fuster than it was hoped they 
would. : :
